He is a typical guerrilla 
leader, cruel, able, reckless and wn- 
relenting. 

Aguinaldo denounces him, disclaim- 
ing responsibility for the previous 
atrocities of Cailles, and declares that 
he never issued orders contrary to thu 
rules of war. 


CHARGES AGAINST PATRICK. 


Three Counts in the Indictment Were 


Handed Up Yesterday—Murder by 
Various Means and Forgery.

PLATT AMENDMENT NEEDED.

ITHACA (N. Y.,) April 25.—President

Because ‘an Employee Knowingly 
Takes a Risk Does not Relieve the 
Company. of Liability for Injuries in 
Case of an Accident. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

ST. LOUIS, April 25.—Because an 
employé remains in the employ of the 
company. when he well knows that a 
risk is assumed by #0 doing, does not 

relieve the employer of the reeponsi- 
: bility if accident occurs. This is the 

gist of an opinion handed down by the 
United States Court of Appeals in the 
case of the Southern Pacific Company, 
plaintiff in error, against Katie Year- 
gin, as administratrix of the estate of 
T. J. Yeargin, deceased. 

The suit was originaly filed in the 
Federal Court of Utah by Katle Year- 
gin, who eought to recover damages for 
the death of her husband, who was an 
engineer on the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road wntil killed tn 1899 in collision 
with a “helper” engine. 

Judgment in the lower court was 
given for Mrs. Yea , and from this 
the company appea on a writ of er- 
ror. One of the inetructions which 
the defendant asked the judge to give 
the jury was that Schriver, engineer 
of the “helper,” was a fellow-servant, 
and if it was proven that his fault 
caueed the injury, the plaintiff could 
not recover. The lower court refused. 

Judge Amos Thayer, who wrote the 
opinion of the Appellate Court, held 
that the lower court was correct in this, 
and said that if the “helper” engine 
had had a headlight which could have 
been seen two miles and a half, in- 
stead of one that could be reen only 
250 yards, Yeargin might have seen it 
‘mn time to have stopped his train and 
avoided the accident. The tral court 
had refused to inetruct the fury that 
if Yeargin knew thet it was the prac- 
tice of the defendant company to use 
only an ordinary lantern on the rear 
of this neiper engine,. when it was 
running backward, he with this know)}- 
assumed the risk incident to it 
Judge Thayer said that if such was 
upheld it would enable employers to 
avoid the performance of the duty they 
owe to their employés to exercier rea- 
sonable care !n providing them with 
tools, machinery and appliances ordi- 
narily safe and adapted to the uses 
to which they are to be applied. 

The opinion stated that a» the rec- 
ord disclosed no error, the decision of 
the lower court would be affirmed, 
Justice Sanborn, diseenting, held that 
the ratiroad company wart not guilty 
of negligence, byt thaf the accident 
was caused by the act of a fellow-serv- 
ant, and that, accordingly, te case 
shovwld have been reversed. 

Justice Bar.born says: “When there 
is a comparatively safe and a mor» 
dangerous way known to a servant ty 
means of which he may discharge hi: 
duty, it is negligence for him to select 
the more dangerous method, and he 
thereby assumes the risk of the injury 
which its use entalis,”

SAYS RUSSELL SAGE. 


PRICES OF RAILROAD STOCKS AL-

Aged Financier Speaks Bearishly of 
the Market in General—Two Strong 
Reasons for the Boom in Union Pa- 
cific—Wildest Market in Years.

NEW YORK, April 25.—[Exclusive 
Diepatch.} While the demand for 
Union Pacific shares at increased 
prices continued today, leading 4i- 
rectors of the company repeated with 
emphasis the official denials that a deal 
was impending involving the Union 
Pacific's relations with any other road. 
Wall-street operators treated these of- 
ficial denials with skepticiem. Abou 
three hundred and forty-three thou- 
sand shares of common were sold on 
the stock exchange and about forty- 
one thousand preferred. Southern 
Pacific shares acted in sympathy with 
the extraordinary Union Pacific 
movement. More than 280,000 shares 
were sold at a net advance of 1%; 
130,000 Shares of Atchison common 
were sold at rising prices, and about 
one hundred and ten thousand shares 
of Atchison preferred. Commenting 
on the Union Pacific movement, Rus- 
sell Sage sald: “There are two strong 
reasons for this boom in Union Pa- 
cific common. One ts the basic fact 
that it is a great national road, and 
the other is that there ts a wide be- 
lief that the Union Pacific is to form 
an important link In the Atlanptic-Pa- 
cific line of the Vanderbilts. Besides 
these points In its favor, Union Pa- 
cific has splendid prospects of increas- 
ing its business. I think, however, 
that the prices of most railroad stocks, 
as well as nearly a'l other stocks, are 
entirety too high. There will come, 
of necessity, a big crash unless peo- 
ple come to their senses and get out in 
time.” 

“Don’t you think Missouri Pacific 
worth buying above par?” the aged 
financier was asked. 

Sage did not answer the question di- 
rectly. He said he thought well of the 
Missouri Pacific, and had been in it for 
twenty-five years. He was not buying 
any of it at present prices, but he was 
not selling it, efther.

ATIVE WINES NEED 
NOT PAY LICENSE. 


COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION SO 
DECIDED YESTERDAY. 

———_ @—_ — 


The Council Will Be Advised to Pass 


an Ordinance Providing That Such 
Manufacturers Can not Retail Liquor 
from Their Wineries. 


Lecal manufacturers of winet 
crowded the committee room at the 
City Hall yesterday when the Com- 
mittee on Legislation met. They ap- 
peared in opposition to the proposed 
tax on their business. The commit- 
tee had under consideration an ordi- 
Mance repealing the license fee ex- 
emption clause in the municipal liquor 


law. 

' For years, if not since the beginning 
of the industry, the manufacturers of 
mative wines have been specially ex- 
empted from the payment of a munici- 
pal license. Until recently this was 
true in the county. In a case recently 
tried before the Supreme Court of the 
State, it was held that this exemption 
is not constitutional. The Board of 
Bupervitors almost immediately there- 
efier imposed a license fee of $7 per 
‘month on local wineries. 
| This fact was brought to the atten- 
‘tion of the Council not long ago by 

- Mr. Bowen. As the city is very short 
of funds it was thought that in the 
licensing of wineries there was an op- 

unity to increase the revenue of 

e city. The session yesterday was 
40 investigate the merits of the case. 

Attorney W. E. Dunn represented the 
fwine merchants before the committee. 
‘About eight proprietors of wineries, 
mostly Italians and Frenchmen, were 
present. Charlies Stern, of the ploneer 
wine firm of C. A. Stern & Son, was 
‘on hend, and Guy Barham also put in 
an oar for the manufacturers. 

If his argument Attorney Dunn con- 
tended that the tax would force most 
of the local merchants out of the busi- 
ness. Such as remain will be at the 
mercy of the large wholesale interests.

city woukd be small, while the con- 

sumer would be obliged to pay more 
for the product. 

The movement, he said, originated 
with the big wholesalers, who are anx+ 
fous to crowd the little fellows out of 
Business. The wineries sell mostly to 
families and to restaurants, and do 
not interfere to an appreciable extent, 
he sald, with the large importers. The 
grapes are either grown in their own 
vineyards, or are purchased from 
Vineyards that pay a iocal tax. The 
license, if imposed, would amount to a 
local tax on vineyards, he contended, 
and would be opposed to the policy of 
the State. 

“Ber since California was admitted 
te the Union,” he said, “it has been 
the policy to encourage the planting 
of vineyards. If there is anything for 
which California is known all over the 
giobe it is for her native wines. To 
now withdraw this protection, which 
the manufacturers have grown to be- 
lieve theirs by right. does not seem 
fair and equitable.” 

“Why are the breweries taxed?” 
asked Mr. Bowen, taking a new tack. 

“They do not deal in such a dis- 
tinctive native product, and some of 
the ingredients used in the manufac- 
ture of beer are imported,” replied the 
attorney. 

“But under this ordinance the win- 
eries are allowed to retail their prod- 
uct just as the saloon,” sugges Mr. 
Bowen.

Pre-historic Bug Chasers. 

The first board of horticultural com- 
missioners of Los Angeles county 
consisted of George Rice, Col. Dob- 
bins and Samuel McKinley. They 
were appointed in 1885. In those 
days the orchardist’s right to main- 
tain and protect scale bugs, mites, 
moths, worms and crawling, flying 
nuisances of all kinds, had not been 
questioned seriously by the legislators 
or the bench. One may imagine that 
the first commissioners took many 
chances with life and limb’ while 
pursuing their duties among the old- 
timers of Los Angeles county.  In- 
deed, it was not imaginary danger 
that the members of the board had to 
face. 

George Rice was thé secretary, and, 
like the trumpeter of Wouter Van 
Twiller, George was sent to the front 
with all the proclamations in which 
the board threatened to burn, kill and 
destroy every bug and worm in the 
baililwick. 

The ‘people of those good, old days 
believed in personal rights, and a man 
was willing to sacrifice his retainers or 
even his wife, In the warfare that the 
bug men inaugurated. In one  in- 
stance, the secretary was sent out to 


investigate an orchard alleged togbe 


reeking with every kind of scale. It 
lay in what is now the heart of Los 
Angeles. He had learned that the 
lady of the ranch was from Texas, 
and asked Thomas Welss to g0° along, 
not merely for company, but for a 
relay race back to the city, if events 
did not shape themselves amicably. 
Weiss’ father had laid out the Ninth- 
street tract, and as a guide to short 
cuts and ditch bridges he was an 
ideal companion. When the fun be- 
gan, Thomas was crawling through the 
upper boughs of an infested orange 
tree, and the secretary was rehearsing 
his proclamation from a perch on the 
lower branches. Suddenly, the secre- 
tary hit the ground and continued to 
do so, for the lady of the ranch had 
appeared with a big revolver. She did 
not see Weiss, and when she dropped 
over the fence in pursult of the secre- 
tary, Weiss quietly dropped from the 
tree, and did not halt till he reached 
his father’s farm on Ninth street. The 
old records, now In the hands of one 
of the new bug commissioners, show 
that Rice and Weiss charged double 
mileage for that home run. 

About this time the white scale was 
rampant all over Southern California. 
All kinds of remedies had been tried in 
vain, and many orchardists had given 
up the fight and were cutting up their 
trees. As a last resort the Board of 
Supervisors offered a reward of $1000 
for an effective remedy, and many were 


the recipes and lotions offered, to se- 
cure the reward. One man came from 
Knight's Landing with a medicine he 


| had discovered. Holes were bored in 


' the roots of the infected trees, with 
the expectation that the sap would ab. 
sorb the dope, the scale the sap, and 
the n from Knight's the $1000. The 
comfMissioners had no faith, and there- 
fore it failed. 

Another offered a epray mixture of 
mercury and sulphuric acid, the rec- 
ords say, claiming that the dope would 
be too heavy to blow off the trees, and 


hot enough to singe the fleece of the 
cottony scale, leaving the bugs to per- 
ish from exposure. These claims seem 
absurd to us now, but the first bug 
commissioners had to meet dozens of 
erratic people with all kinds of reme- 
dies. 

One applicant for the prize appeared 
wearing a plug hat. He said he was a 
doctor and asked for free swing in the 
Wolfskill tract in which to try his bug 
exterminator. The commissioners were 
told that he had killed every bug on 
his own trees and knew his remedy 
was what they were seeking. With re- 
luctance he consented to take them to 
see the disinfected trees. The orchard 
contained three little seedling orange 
trees. At'the root of one tree was a 
| broken teacup containing the medicine 
and a turkey feather. He said he 
dipped the feather in the medicine and 
annointed each bug. It showed plainly 
that the process was fatal, and he 
claimed the $1000. The commissioners 
afterward learned that he was a horse 
doctor from San Bernardino, who was 
stopping at the Aliso corral, and had 
no interest whatever in the “orchard” 
he claimed to own near Central avenue. 

The board was composed of men of 
experience in horticulture, and were 
greatly amused and often annoyed by 
the bogus remedies offered. An Ana- 
heim man wrote that he did not care 
for the reward, but had accidentally 
discovered that brine from his pork- 
packing house was fatal to the white 
scale. When the secretary wrote him 
later as to the progress of the remedy 
he replied that it had killed the scale 
and also the trees. Castor beans hung 
in the infested trees was fatal to the 
bugs, and the discoverer thought the 
suggestion was worth the $1000. The 
board found an orange tree on Aliso 
street interlocked with the branches 
of an adjacent castor bean—the happy 
home of a myriad of fat, white scale. 

A chemist at Pittsburgh heard of the 
reward and sent prepaid a twenty- 
gallon cask of dope Which he warranted 


rankiy poisonous to all insect life. 


(and it was The secretary took the stuff to the 


| Wolfskill orchard and sprayed a half 


| 


déozen trees. Returning in a week he 
found the scale uninjured, but the dope 
had been swallowed by a large bullfrog 
to its sudden death. The Supervisors 
were wise in offering this reward, for 
the agitation finally led to the discovery 
of the vedalia. These old records show 


later resulted in sending @ scientist to 


discover a parasite that would exter- 
minate the white scale, was made by J. 
De Barth Shorb. In just four years 
from the appointment of the first hor- 
ticultural commission the vedalia ha 
been discovered in Australia, introd 
to our orchards and totally extermit- 
nated the most serious pest the or- 
chardists of Southern California had to 
contend against. 

The fruit growers of the present 
have no idea of the troubles these pre- 
historic commissioners underwent. 


Their efforts met the flercest opposi- [| 


tion, often leading to threats and warn- 
ings of personal danger. Some mis- 
creant went so far as to go into the 
orchards of the commissioners one 
night and tle branches of infected foll- 
age to their orange trees, thus intro- 
ducing the @hite scale pest to a ‘new 
territory in at least one case. But 
thanks to the growth of a better pub- 
lic opinion the horticultural board is 
regarded as a friend of the orchardists, 
and where ite affairs are properly ad- 
ministered is capable of doing much 
good.

{San Francisco Chronicle:] One of 
the unsafest and most common meth- 
ods of reasoning is from a particular 
instance to a general law, as if one 
should see a red cow and infer that all 
cows were red.

When the women of his family began 
to put them on the table he assumed 
that it was purely a matter of “eo 
and that they were “in,” When the 
kept at it after the fad rolled by he 
supposed it was but the natural per- 
versity of women. As the habit be- 
came fixed the editor began to doubt 
whether the phenomenon was not the 
result of the absence of the a 
faculty from the feminine intellect. 
It seemed so. The syllogism was per- 
fect; pomelos are not good. No one 
will willingly eat what is not good. 
Therefore, no one will willingly eat 
pomelos. No one could ask for better 
logic than that, and yet here was a 
house full of women eating all the 
pomelos they could get and teaching 
the dreadful habit to all their friends 
and acquaintances, including even men 
themselves. The suggestion that it 
was a case of womanly intuition going 
straight to the kergel of truth in de- 
fiance of logic was, of course, rejected 
with scorn. But it has become evident 
that the editor's opinion must be re- 
vi in the light of the present state 
of “knowledge. His working hypothe- 
sis doesn’t’ work. People do eat pome- 
los, and the habit is increasing, and 
with it the market for the fruit. It is 
apparently an instance where the abil. 
ity to tell what is good to eat is for 
some wise purpose confined to one 
person, while the rest of the world is 
permitted to go wrong. ,. 


Fight for Oranges. 

{Spokesman Review:] “The second 
orange special arrived at Minneapolis 
Saturday afternoon at 3:25 o'clock, or 
a litele less than three and one-half 
days’ run from Beattle,” sald Assistant 
General Superintendent Downs of the 
Great Northern yesterday. “There 
was no effort to break the record made 
by the former orange shipment: in 
fact, the instructions were to lengthen 
out the time, as the fruit was in good 
condition when it arrived ‘at Seattle, 
and there was no need of special haste. 

“I believe that the Great Northern 
has demonstrated that in trainioad 
shipments from Southern California 
points the northern route is not only 
feasible, but practical With a fast 
boat service between Los Angeles and 
Seattle, the Great Northern cannot only 
put fruit into the Twin Cities ahead 
of all competitors, but it can put fruit 
into the great Chicago marketjn seven 
days, from one to three ant ahead 
of any other line. 

“The last shipment left Sdn Fran- 
cisco on the steamship Umatilla, of the 
Pacific Coast company, Saturday at 
11:30 a.m., April 6 and- arri at 
Smith's Cove dock, Seattle, at 7 p.m..

FRUIT KEPT PERFECTLY. 


“The distance from Seattle to Minne- 
apolis, 1806 miles, was made at an av- 
erage apeed of 22.3 miles, including 
stops. The fruit arrived in Minneapo- 
lis In fine condition. Another feature 
aside from the matter of speed which 
should recommendethe northern route 
to California fruit growers and ship- 
pers is that of the equitable temper- 
ature, which tends to keep the fruit 
in perfect condition. 

“In the first shipment the tempera- 
ture of the cars was taken three times 
each twenty-four hours between Seat- 
tle and Minneapolis by George B. Cox, 
agent of the Southern Pacific Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, who accompanied. 
the shipment from San Francisco to 
Minneepolis. The highest temperature 
registered was 48 deg. above zero Fahr.., 
a change of only four degrees during 
the entire run across the continent. 

“If the different con ments of car- 
load lots are stencil and kept to- 
gether on board ship, so as to avoid de- 
lay in sorting at Seattle, we can de- 
liver trainioad lots of fruit from San 
Francisco at Minneapolis on the sev- 
enth day out from San Francisco, and 
if it should become necessary we can 
make the run from Seattle to Minneap- 
olis with a train of 6500 tons within 
sixty hours. We can furnish what cars 
are required, and we certainly can 
make the best kind of time. Therefore, 
I do not see why the Great Northern 
and the Pacific Coast company should 
not handle at ledst one-third af the 
fruit crop of California to the entire 
satisfaction of the shippers and 
others concerned.”

Practical Poultry Points. ‘ 


{[Cultivator:] A dally period of 
cooling the eggs, an airing or good 
ventilation, and a certain amount of 
moisture, are now allowed to be as 
essential as the heat for hatching eggs 
in the incubator. This is all attended 
to by the old hen when she steals her 
nest. She is usually out early in the 
morning looking for her food, that she 


may get it before any one can see her. || 
That 


le the coldest part of the day, 
and if the air does not cool them 
enough while she is away, they will 
soon get cooler if her legs and feathers 
are well wet with the morning dew. 
Yet in some way her eggs all seem to 
be fertile, and she manages to get 
a chicken from nearly every one of 
them, though she may have waited to 
accumulate fifteen Or more before 
brooding them, so that some must have 
been at least three weeks old then. 
When we allowed hens to run at large 
we have had them come off with large 
litters, and we seldom, if ever, found 
@ rotten in the stolen nest. We 
have had them come off so late that 
we were advised to knit stockings for 
the chickens, for stockings were all 
hand knit in those days; but we let 
them go barefooted, took as g0od care 
of them as we could, and lost but 
few, even when they were so wild 
that they would scarcely come to the 
house to feed with the older k. 
W: do not know as they were profit- 
able, but In those days farmers kept 
hens that they might have eggs and 
chickens, an ept no account of cost 
of food or returns from it. We 
think we are wiser now, and would be 
certain of getting some profit from 
a more if they were con- 
ned to yards than if running at large, 
but who knows?

He had 
been suffering from a cancer- 
ous growth in the nose, for 
which he had taken special 
treatment. The following note 
is the only explanation for his 
act. It was dated April, 1991, 
— but had been carried for weeks 
in his pocket: 

“Cyrus U pham, Dear Sir: As 
Iam convinced that I can not 
recover my health I have de- 
termined to commit suicide 
and thus prevent my wife and 
children from being reduced 
to poverty. Will you kindly 
forward my money end effects 
to my wife, whose address is 
Mrs. J. B. Hodson, Marysville, 
Montana. In the writing case 
that is in my valise will be 
found the following: 1 Usited 
States bond for $1000, a bank- 
er’s draft for $654.25; another 
for $200.80; 1 receiver's certi- 
ficate of proof of claim against 
Merchants’ National Bank, 
Heleva Bank currency, $390. 

(Signed) “J. B. HODSON.” 

A note appended, reads, @ 
“Since writing the above have 
mailed items 1 to4 J. B. H.” 
Hodson was about 45 years of 
age and a native of England.

DENIES RESPONSIBILITY. 


KNOWS NOTHING OF CONSPIRACY 
SUIT FILED IN BOSTON. 

Distribution of Patronage Causing 
a Wrangle—Body of Unknown Man 
ldentified—Woman Convicted of As- 
sault With Deadly Weapon. 


SAN DIEGO, April 25.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] This morning's papers 
contained an Associated Press dispatch 
from Boston stating that Neale Mc- 
Peck, senior member of the firm of 
McPeck & Co., stock brokers, had com- 
menced an action for conspiracy 
against Randolph Surbridge, a promi- 
nent Boston lawyer, and Isaac Irwin, a 
mining operator of San Diego, Cal., 
asking damages in the sum of $25,000.
